WASHINGTON OUTLOOK 


WASHINGTON Look behind the plan for higher taxes on big companies and you see 

BUREAU the threat of a still bigger government bite out of future profits. 

JUNE 24, 1950 The ballyhooed explanation is political expediency: The Ways & Means 
Committee voted for the higher rate as the only way of avoiding a veto of 
the excise cuts. The cuts, it thinks, are an election year ““must’’—no matter 
what it takes to get them through. 

Only big companies are hit by the rise—profits over $167,000—although 
all must pay up faster after their tax years end. 





But there is more to it than that. This is the first sign that Congress 
is vielding to the Fair Deal theory that big, money-making corporations 
should be paving more of the government's costs. It’s only a step in that 
direction. But it’s enough to make businessmen do some serious thinking 
about the reasoning behind the Ways & Means vote. Here it is: 


Government spending is making profits big—underwriting the boom, 
so to speak. Spending runs $40-billion a year, and the deficits are rising. 

Stimulants include such things as farm price supports, home financing, 
big military buying, and foreign aid. 

So, Uncle Sam should recapture more from _ profits—since today’s 
profits owe their existence to government spending. The Administration 
ised much the same argument to put over the excess-profits tax in the 
1940-41 defense period. It hopes to wear Congress down in time. 


Here’s how the Ways & Means bill shapes up: Excise cuts run about 
$1-billicn. “Loophole” plugging recoups $550-million. Corporate changes 
pick up $ 150-million, to even the score, revenuewise 

Proposed corporate rates: A 21 normal tax on ALL profits and a 
20° surtax on profits over $25,000. The old “notch” rate is out. 

The effect is to put the extra burden on companies making over 
$167,000. Smaller businesses will pay lower taxes than now. 


On top of this, the Committee has its own version of the Mills plan. 
Under it, all companies will have to pay their taxes within six months 
after the end of their tax years. But the transition will be gradual, spread 
over five years to prevent hardship from the payments speedup 

The effect is to boost Treasury receipts an estimated $900-million in 
each of the next five years. Thus, the Ways & Means bill more than makes 
up the revenue loss. This leaves room for some trading between the House 


and Senate. 


The way now is open for a tax bill Truman will buy. The excise 
tax cuts are considered good politics; so is the tax increase limited to big 


companies. The Mills plan is not so popular. Many small corporations pay 


taxes on last year’s income with this year’s profits; these are the ones that 


will feel the squeeze on cash 


The Senate Finance Committee will gag on the corporate rise. There 
is a chance that it will vote the boost down, and take the Mills plan alone 
This would prevent any revenue loss for five years. Many members are con 


cerned over what a corporate rate rise would do to capital available for 


expansion—especially if it turned out to be the start of a general uptrend 
In corporate taxes

But lack of private capital is now a worry to the Fair Dealers. Their 
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WASHINGTON OUTLOOK (continued 





WASHINGTON answer is that if business runs short of private funds, the government will 
BUREAU supply public funds, through loans and government-backed capital banks. 
JUNE 24, 1950 This is right in line with the idea of government providing leadership 
for businessmen. If the government supplies capital on any substantial 
scale, it can swing a lot of weight in directing business growth and pro- 
moting competition.

Transfer of RFC to Commerce Dept. is running into stiff trouble. Even 
the Citizens’ Committee on the Hoover Report is bucking this reorganiza- 
tion plan, because the transfer isn’t to the Treasury Dept. The Senate will 
vote by July 9, and it looks as if a coalition of members who want RFC 
abolished and others who want it untouched will vote down the plan. 
- 
Social Security pensions for all are a real prospect. They won’t come for 
another few years, but Congress is moving toward them 
Note the preliminary steps this week. In passing on the House- 
approved Social Security expansion, the Senate ordered a full-dress study of 
universal coverage. And it voted to freeze public assistance grants to states, 
pending development of a program to bring everyone under Social Security. 


Housing Boom: Was May the peak month, with 140,000 starts? Some 
authorities think it was, and that there will be a tapering off the rest of the 
year. But even so, 1950 will break all records. Estimates are that starts 
will run at least 200,000 over last year’s whopping 1,025,000.

A row over steel capacity is coming up again. Watch for the midyear 
report of Truman’s Economic Advisers to needle the industry as short- 
sighted. The council thinks that steel is the ceiling on the economy and that 
capacity in prospect will be adequate only if business slides off.

Heap.ines warn us of the menace of 
spies and subversive agents.

For example, a recent poll among high school 
seniors shows that the majority of them believe 
that the owners of business take out for them- 
selves a larger share of the income than is paid 
to employees. They think the stockholders’ av- 
erage return is 24% of the sales dollar. The 
truth is that stockholders average less than 3%, 
whereas over 30% of the income dollar is paid 
out as wages, pensions and other benefits. 


Our young people do not seem to realize that 
paying dividends is only one function of prof- 
its. Far more important today is the need for 
profit to keep business competitive, and to pay 
for new buildings, machinery, and other neces- 
sary equipment and to provide new and more 
jobs. Ignorance of this fundamental concept 
breeds contempt for the system of enterprise 
that built our country and keeps it strong. 

The facts of business must be given to our 
boys and girls to protect theirfuture. Only busi- 
ness men can supply the facts. As a business 
leader in your community, it is your responsibil- 
ity to help clear up such misconceptions. The 
old story that Nero fiddled while Rome burned 
must not have a counterpart in America.

Before the war 
Canada had to get dollars from Britain to pay for a surplus of imports from 
the U.S. Then, after the war, London couldn’t supply the dollars Ottawa 
needed. But this year, Canada is almost balancing its trade with the U. S. 

(3) British gold reserves are still rising (BW-May13’50,p120). They 
will be about $2.3-billion by the end of June. If business holds in the U. S., 
London’s reserves might reach almost $3-billion by Dec. 31.
